| The New Haven area slowed 
to a funeral pace at noon today 
as it united with the rest of a 
bereaved nation in paying final 
respects to its slain leader, Pres 
ident John F. Kennedy. 

Employes and students, dis- 
missed for either the entire day 
or just a few hours, filed into 
churches and synagogues to at- 
tend memorial services for the 
late chief executive. 

The special services started 
early today, even before Richard 
Cardinal Cushing celebrated a 
low requiem mass at St. Mat- 
thew’s Cathedra] in Washington, 
and are to continue into tonight 
with many Roman Catholic 
churches scheduling evening 
masses.

cial noontime memorial services 
or paid final tribute at regularly 
scheduled services

a delegation of City officials and 
employes attending a pontifical 
mass at St. John the Baptist 
Church on Dixwell Avenue It 
was celebrated by the Rt. Rev. 
Msgr. , Joseph F. Donnelly, pas- 
tor. 

Oyer 5,000 persons turned out 
Sunday afternoon for an inter- 
faith community memorial serv- 
ice at Woolsey Hall.
